Claims 

Claims 1, 23-43, 45, 46, and 50 are canceled. 
Claims 2-22, 44, and 47-49 are allowed. 

Rejections 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are 
hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or 
newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Charlton Shen on 9/1 1/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
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Delete the word 'induced' in claims 2, 20, 21 , 22, and 48, found in the second 
line of each claim following the word 'therapy' and proceeding the word 'using'. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-22, 
44, and 47-49 are drawn to a method for protecting epithelial tissue during PDT 
comprising administering a pre-photosensitizing agent to epithelial tissue and targeted 
tissue and preventing the metabolism of said pre-photosensitizing agent in said 
epithelial tissue while allowing metabolism to occur in said targeted tissue by creating a 
temperature gradient and irradiating said targeted site. 

The prior art does not anticipate, teach, or suggest either alone or in combination 
methods of applying a pre-photosensitizing agent and preventing the metabolism of said 
agent through temperature control. The methods and principles of claims 2-22, 44, and 
47-49 have been thoroughly searched and no other prior art has been found which 
would render said methods anticipated or obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 



Conclusion 
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Claims 1, 23-43, 45, 46, and 50 are canceled.
